A Maternity  and  Cliild  Welfare  Centre  holds  Meetings 
once  a month  at  the  Church  Hall,  when  advice  to  nursing  and 
expectant  mothers  is  given,  and  the  weighing  of  infants  is 
undertaken  by  the  Distiict  and  Maternity  Nurses. 

(e)  Hospitals. 

Hospital  facilities  are  available  for  non-infectious  cases 
at  the  Noifolk  and  Norwich  Hospital,  Norwich. 
Unfortunately  there  is  no  local  hospital. 

Infectious  cases  in  an  emergency  are  admitted  to  the 
County  Isolation  Hospital  for  Infectious  Fevers  at  East 
Derehara.

Water  Supply. 

The  supply  of  water  has  been  satisfactory,  in  quality  and 

quantity,  but  the  position  still  stands,  as  it  has  for  some  years, 

with  regard  to  the  storage  of  water,  which  is  quite  inadequate.

This  work  is  done  by  Contract  and  includes  the  whole  of  the 
District  which  is  of  an  urban  character.  The  parts  of  the  District 
excluded  are  those  of  a rural  character  which  include  Diss  Hey- 
wood  and  the  Burston  Road,  the  distance  to  be  covered  making 
this  prohibitive  and  the  cost  excessive,  there  being  only  isolated 
farm-houses  and  cottages, 
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Scavenging. 

( From  Sanitary  Inspector's  Report ). 

The  Scavenging  is  done  by  Contract,  the  Contractor  working 
under  the  direction  and  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
The  Contract  provides  for  the  weekly  collection  and  disposal  of 
the  contents  of  Privy  Pails  and  Sanitary  Dustbins  ; the  emptying 
of  Cesspools,  Privy  Vault  Closets  and  Dustbins  (fixed  receptacles) 
as  and  when  required. 

The  Contract  does  not  provide  for  the  removal  of  trade  refuse. 
This  is  left  for  the  persons  concerned  to  make  their  own  arrange- 
ments with  the  Contractor. 

The  Contract  is  for  a term  of  three  years  from  the  1st  October, 
1937,  and  expiring  on  the  30th  September,  1940. 

The  Council  provides  the  whole  of  the  equipment  and  the 
necessary  carts  for  the  work. 

During  the  year  the  whole  of  the  equipment  and  the  carts 
have  been  overhauled  and  repaired.
